TAX HIKE 
INDICATED 


Albany Councilmen today were 
studying the proposed city budget 
for the next fiscal year—the largest 
in the city’s history—in the amount 
of $491,007, an increase of $83,074 
over last year. 

Starting July 11, the Council will 
sit as a Board of Equalization to 
go over the proposed budget sub- 
mitted by city department heads 
and set the tax rate for next year. 
Councilmen indicated the budget 
would be reduced tremendously 
from department requests. 

The proposed budget would in- 
crease taxes from the present $1.65 
to approximately $2 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. 

Departments requesting increases 
as compared to last year's figures 
include the following: 

Legal department, $7235 from last 
year’s $4760; general government 
buildings, $19,890 from $1890.90; 
police department, $85,741 from 
$81,793; health department, $11,811 
from $9786; enginecring and street 
department, $117,435 from $75,390; 
general city equipment, $6050 from

ment, $87,818 from $77,859; park 
and recreation department, $63,851
